HIE  ADMIRAL  VERNON  MEDALS 

"The  British  Glory  Revived  By  Admiral  Vernon”;  "Took  Porto  Bellow 
With  Six  Ships  Only”;  "The  Spanish  Pride  Humbled”  -  such  were  the 
popular  acclamations  accorded  Vice  Admiral  Edward  Vernon  following  his 
capture  of  the  great  Spanish  harbor  and  treasure  fleet  based  in  the  Americas, 
Porto  Bello,  some  fifty  miles  cast  of  the  northern  end  of  the  present  Panama 
Canal,  in  November.  1739.  It  was  the  first  major  triumph  of  British  naval 
power  in  decades  and  went  far  to  offset  the  humiliating  series  of  ship 
searches  and  seizures  the  Spanish  had  been  carrying  out  in  the  West  Indies 
under  their  unilateral  proclamation  that  the  whole  sea  south  of  Georgia  was 
theirs  alone  and  that  they  had  the  right  to  confiscate  ships  carrying  anything 
they  loosely  called  "contraband”  within  those  domains.  Vernon's  victory 
at  Porto  Bello  resulted  in  the  outpouring  of  more  medals  in  England  than 
had  been  occasioned  by  any  previous  military  success,  and  which  probably 
exceeded  any  later  one!  Such  was  Vernon's  reputation  after  this  that  Geroge 
Washington's  half-brother.  Lawrence,  who  had  served  under  Vernon, 
named  the  great  family  estate  ”Mt. Vernon”  in  his  honor.  The  best 
discussion  of  Vernon’s  career  and  its  impact  was  written  by  C.  Wyllys  Betts 
in  his  "American  Colonial  History  Illustrated  by  Contemporary  Medals”, 
published  in  New  York  by  Scott  Stamp  &  Coin  Co.  after  Betts'  death,  the 
text  being  edited  in  1893-4  by  W.T.R.  Marvin  (author  of  the  standard 
reference  work  on  Masonics)  and  Lyman  Haynes  Low  (the  "Hard  Times 
Tokens”  author  and  numismatic  auction  catalogue  writer).  Betts  regarded 
Vernon's  medals  as  sufficiently  important  that  he  used  a  portrait  of  Vernon 
as  the  frontispiece  in  his  book!  The  main  reference  used  for  this  series  of 
some  270  medals  was  published  by  Numismatic  Review  (Stack's)  in  1945: 
"Admiral  Vernon  Medals”  hv  Leander  McCormick-Goodhart.  cited  in  the 
following  offering  as  "M-G#”.  The  medals  themselves  were  usually 
struck  on  inexpensive  brass  planchets,  often  from  fairly  crudely  made  dies 
with  spelling  errors,  and  are  normally  found  extremely  well  worn.  The 
selection  found  here  is  notable  for  the  higher  than  normal  quality  of  the 
specimens.

A  check  with  the  Confederate 
Museum  confirms  that  this  design  is  the  only  one  ever  made  for  the  War 
Department;  for  whatever  reason,  they  never  got  around  to  producing  a 
less-crude  seal.  The  J.  Baumgarten  who  engraved  it  is  almost  certainly  a 
son  of  Selig  Baumgarten  of  Baltimore  who  engraved  the  original  dies  for 
the  "George  Washington  of  Virginia”  piece  (Baker  63-64)  with  the 
pyramid  of  cannonballs  on  the  reverse,  and  thus  it  is  probable  that  the 
seal  w-as  a  hasty  piece  of  work  done  in  secrecy  in  Baltimore  during  the 
first  few  months  after  Secession.  When  fighting  began,  communications 
between  Richmond  and  Baltimore  were  either  broken  or  else  Baumgar¬ 
ten  was  afraid  to  do  any  further  work  for  the  CSA.  so  no  new  seal  could 
be  made. 


1237  (1864).  Stonewall  Jackson.  White  Metal.  50mm..  by  Caque.  AU. 

Fine  portrait  of  the  famous  General  left/  wreath  and  lengthy  list  of  his 
many  battles.  This  medal,  the  only  regularly  produced  one  for  the 
Confederacy,  was  struck  in  France  and  brought  in  by  blockade  runner 
shortly  before  Union  troops  got  to  Savannah.  The  majority  of  the 
specimens  were  buried  under  the  floor  in  the  main  Lamar  warehouse 
there  to  keep  them  from  being  captured,  and  they  did  not  resurface  until 
the  mid-  1890’s  when  the  remainder  were  turned  over  to  the  Daughters  of 
the  Confederacy  lor  sale.  As  a  result  of  the  burial,  a  large  number 
suflered  heavy  corrosion  and  tin  pest.  This  specimen  has  pleasing 
surlaces  and  a  small  edge  ding  at  1 1:30  obverse.  (The  use  of  the  Lamar 
warehouse  lor  their  storage  was  particularly  appropriate  since  Gazaway 
Bugg  Lamar  was  in  charge  of  blockade  running  for  the  Confederacy!)
